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Osct: before, we have had to thank the 
Belgian Minister for allowing a des- 
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Peking. The despatch carefully point- 
ed out that it was not the intention of 
the Minister to sever his action in the 
matter from that of his colleagaes, but 
to emphasise his own viewsin support of 
the joint note which had been previ- 
ously written. The publication of this 
despatch was welcome, both because 
it coincided with the views generally 
entertained by Foreign Residents, and 
because it shed the first gleam of light 
on the course which our Representatives 
had taken. There was too much reason 
to believe that His Excellency’s view 
had not been entirely shared by his col- 
leagues, but it was satisfactory to learn 
that atleast one strong expression of 
common sense view of the position, 
had reached the Chinese Government. 
And we now have again to thank 
Baron t'Kint, not only for protesting 
enorgetically against a settlement op- 
posed to justice and to policy, but for 
communicating the terms of his note to 
those especially interested in its par- 
port. We have often enough com- 
mented on the silenco maintained by 
Logations to which we could have more 
reasonably looked for information ; aud 
our indebtedness to the Belgian Minis- 
ter is in proportion to the regret we 
have had occasion to express at the re- 
ticence of our own Representative. 
Baron ¢'Kint has never for one 
moment recognized the idea that 
the two magistrates at Tientsin were 
unable to prevent the crime of June 
Qist. Ho showed in his first despatch 
that it was averred aud notorious that 
the horrible crime bad been premedi- 
tated long beforehand, that it bad 
been announced fora fixed date, that 
‘on the fatal day the people were called 
to arms with fire gongs, &¢., &. Fur. 
ther, he insisted that exemplary punish- 
ment should be inflicted on the prin- 
cipal culprits, viz. the civil and military 
mandarins, Time bas passed, and 
nothing worthy the name of retribu- 
tion is exacted, A few individuals, 
“the belt and the blind,” are put 
to death, but even these men are 
led to execution in grand costume 
as martyrs. Tho real culprits, those who 
instigated and connived at the crime, 
got off free, and the military man- 
dari, whose pupisbment was expressly 
demanded, is declared innocent by the 
simple act of the Chinese authorities. 
‘Tho French Chargé d’Afraires has al- 
ready told us his view of the so-called 
settlement. He neither accepts nor re- 
jects tho proposals, but leaves to his Go- 
‘vernment the responsibility of decision. 
‘As to what may have been doue by the 
other Legations, we have hitherto been 
left completely in the dark. There has 
been delay, in consequence of the Bel- 
gian Minister's residence in Yokohama, 
jn communicating to him the terms of 
the profiler. But now that they have 
reached him, he has lost no timo in 








emphatically rejecting the “ solutions ” 
proposed by the Imperial Government, 
as inappropriate and inadequate. We 
read his manly and excellent letter 
with feelings of hearty respect, and 
are assured that the spirited protest he 
has penned will find an echo in the 
public voice of Europe. 

Té is the fashion to say that writers 
who take the views which we have con- 
sistently taken, are over hasty, and that 
we should wait and see what Mr. 
Wade has written home. The trath 
is that nothing he can possibly write, 
as long as be lives, will in any sense 
affect the question. “The sin is sinned.” 
Ho was required to act with vigour 
and independence in the interval be- 
tween the Qlst and the 30th of June 
last. Tho Chinese wore for a moment 
panic-stricken at the cruel and terrible 
success they had achieved, and were 
no doubt expecting some stern and 
swift retribution. That important mo- 
ment was allowed to pass, and the Gov- 
ernment were allowed to arrange their 
cards, and toplan the best mode of put- 
ting offand “bubbling” the Foreign Re- 
presentatives. We have even been told 
that we shall have to -praiso official 
foresight, if the winter passes without 
another massacre or two in the North. 
‘We confess that this argament appears 
tous of very little weight. If, when 
the sky is black with clouds, 2 man 
persists in going ont without an um- 
brella, but by some accident escapes 
getting wet, wecallhim lacky, not wise. 
IfMarch finds the foreigners in Peking 
alive and well, all that can be said is 
that the luck of the storm passing over 
enabled the umbrellaless man to get in 
with a dry skin, He trasted to the 
chapter of accidents and got off iu 
safety; but nevertheless the chapter 
of accidents is “ the Bible of the fool.” 
It is pleasant to be got out of a scrape 
by something “turning up,” bat fow 
persous would speak of Mr. Micawber 
asa model for diplomatists. We per- 
sist in thinking that a fatal mistake 
was made in regarding the quarrel as 
one in which Frenchmen only were con- 
cerned. The blow shook, more or less 
directly, the prestige of every foreign 
nation baving intercourse with Chiua ; 
aud the Foreign Secretary of the 
United States has partially realised 
this fact, in writing to Mr. Low that 
he spoke too mildly in telling Prince 
Kung that only a flagrant violation of 
rights of American citizens would induce 
a change, on the part of the United 
States, in its traditional peaceful po- 
icy ; but that it was well the Chinese 
Government should understand that 
any violation of the rights of American 
citizens, or any flagrant violation 
of the treaty stipulations even with 
other Powers, would probably it 
duce a chavgo in the tone of its 
relations. 











Summary of Few. 


‘The English mail of December 30th ar- 
rived on the 18th instant, with telegrams 
to the 1st February. 

Paris has at last succumbed; the forts 
around it have capitulated, the army re- 
main as prisoners of war in the city, and 
an armistice for three weeks has been 
signed. ‘Trochu is reported ill, and Gene- 
ral Vinoy to have been in command at the 
time of the negociations. Gambetta has 
issued a proclamation condemning the 
armistice and urging continued prepara- 
tion for war. 

‘The Conference on the Black Sea ques- 
tion met first, formally, on the 18th. The 
English, Austrian, Prussian, Turkish, 
Russian and Italian Representatives seem 
to have been present, No further in- 
formation is given regarding the progress 
of the Black Sea Conference; but a fact 
is announced, which tonds still further 
to complicate matters—that Roumania de- 
clares its independence, and repudiates 
the Treaty of 1856. Prussia is supposed to 
be acting with Russia in the matter. Itwill 
be remembered that the reigning Princo 
Charles is a member of the Prussian royal 
family.

M. M. steamer Phase. 

Shanghai has been intent, during tho 
last week, on the celebration of the Chi- 
nese New-year, which commenced on the 
19th February. A complete cessation from 
business, an inordinate firing of crackers, 
and an elaborate interchange of visits are 
the prevailing characteristics of the season ; 
and the custom has been carefully follow- 
ed out on the present occasion. ‘The only 
special variety we noticed was the use, by two 
or three enlightened natives, of foreign car- 
riages to assist them in making their rounds, 
Tt would no doubt be a very intelligent 
thing on the part of the Chinese, to adopt 
the same date for their New-year that 
Western nations have agreed upon ; but 
there is also a great advantage in the main- 
tenance of the present arrangement, It 
ensures two New-year holidays instead of 
one, And foreigners avail themselves of 
the privilege as heartily as Chinese. 

We have to acknowledge a copy of the 
Customs Returns of Trade at Shanghai for 
the last Quarter of 1870. ‘The plan lately 
adopted of circulating these statistics in a 
separate “pamphlet, pending the com- 
pletion of the whole volume, is a great 
convenience to the community. The 
report for the last quarter of 1870 
exhibits an increase in most branches 
of the import trade. Grey shirtings figure 
for 1,291,000 pieces against 403,000, white 
Shirtings 100,000 against 71,000; T-cloths 
547,000 against 369,000. English and 
Dutch drills 60,000 and 73,000 against 
32,000 and 30,000 ; American drills 6,800 
against 57,700. ‘The import of Turkey reds 
doubled, and that of velvetsnearly trebled ; 
that of Jeans was only 18,000 pieces against 
59,000, chintzes 48,000 against 69,000, and 
of velveteens 3,800 against 8,000, Wool- 
Jens show a total increase of nearly 30,000 
pieces, despite a falling off of 10,000 pieces in 
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Camlets ; $1,000 pieces of Long Ells were 
taken against 21,000, 60,000 pieces of 
Lustres against 20,000, and 13,000 pieces 
of Cloths against 6,000. The import of iron 
was double, and that of lead nearly three 
times greater than in 1869; but that of 
tin only one-fifth. Opium shows an in- 
crease of some 300 chests ; the import of 
black tea was only 44,000 piculs against 
63,000, and that of green 70,000 against 
102,000. 10,500 pieces of grey shirtings 
were sont into the interior against 4,600 ; 
12,400 pieces of ‘T-oloths against 3,400; 
and 3,000 pieces of woollens against 580. 

‘The most remarkable figures in the ex- 
port table are of course those referring to 
raw cotton, of which 301,000 piculs were 
exported against 37,000. The export of 
black ten was 4,000 piculs less, and that 
of green tea 8,000 piculs less, than in 
1869. ‘The export of silk was less than 
one-half that in the corresponding quarter. 
It is satisfactory to find that 1,700 of the 
2,500 Chinese whose exodus from Shanghai 
to Ningpo we remarked in the previous 
quarter, have seen their mistake and re- 
turned, The revenue for the quarter was 
greater by Tls. 54,000 than in 1869. 

‘The Municipal Council have been strain- 
ing their prerogative, to impose a tax on 
Chinese tea-houses, without asking the con- 
sent of the Rate-payers. ‘The circumstances 
aye explained on another page. We in- 
cline to think their action illegal, and hear 
thatitislikely they will be sued fordamages. 
‘The tax imposed will oblige the closure of 
some tea-houses, unless a reduction be 
made in the rental. ‘Therefore the tax will 
come virtnally out of the pocket of the pro- 
perty-owner. 

We are glad to find that the condition of 
the River and its approaches is at lengthat- 
tracting the attention of the Consular body. 
The correspondence which we publish else- 
where is not satisfactory ; but we hope, now 
the mattor has been taken up, it will be 
pressed to an issue at Peking. 

‘The German Indies of Shanghai are col- 
lecting curios for transmission to Berlin, 
where a grand fair is to be arranged under 
the auspices of the Crown Princess of 
Prussia—the proceeds to be devoted to 
the relief of the wounded in the war. 

‘We print, elsewhere, the Report of the 
Shanghai Female School Society, which 
seems to be a record of satisfactory success. 
‘The total income of the Society amounted 
to $1,816, made up as follows

‘Two opportunities occurred, on Friday, 
for the new Fire-Bell to distinguish it~ 
self ; but wo must say that the result was 
lamentable. The bell turns out to be 
cracked, and was hardly heard. First, 
early in the morning, an alarm of fire arose 
at Messrs. Westall, Brand & Co.’s hong, 
but it was only ina chimney and was 
soon extinguished. A few minutes after 
fone o'clock, another harsh tinkle was 
heard, and the Medical Hall was declared 
in danger. A glass-case, standing un the 
mantel-piece over the fire-place, had

toppled over with its contents partly 
the fireplace. These, possessing highly in- 
flammable and spirituous properties, burst 
into flames, with something of an ex- 
plosion, which shattered the glass in 
many of the other cases, 2s well as the 
windows, shrivelled up veneering, pens 
and paper lying about the counters, and 
threatened to wrap the whole place in 
flames. ‘The burning oils and spirits, how- 
ever, found an excellent check in the 
flooring of encaustic tiles, and the fire 
was got under before the arrival of the 
engines, by means of the supply of water in 
kongs at hand. Cases nearest the fire-place 
bear severe traces of the ordeal through 
which they passed, and it was lucky that, 
shattered as were their glass-fronts by the 
explosion, their contents did not become 
ignited. Tt seemed as if a sheet of flame 
had passed across everything like lightning, 
leaving traces on whatover was readily sus- 
ceptible to its influence. 

We have been sometimes accused of 
writing without adequate information, in 
commenting on the action of Foreign Mii 
ters at Peking, in regard to the Tientsin 
massacre. The following extract from a 
despatch dated 29th November, from 
the Foreign Ofico at Wasl to 
Mr. Low, confirms our opinion in at 
least one instance. Mr. Fish writes— 
« although the general tenor of your note 
to Prince Kung is regarded as judicious and 
proper, your assurance toward the close, 
that a flagrant violation of the rights and 
privileges of our own citizens by the people, 
and the failure of the Imperial Government 
to apply the proper remedy promptly, aro 
the only circumstances which will cause a 
departure from the traditional policy of 
the United States in their intercourse with 
China—is considered to be too strong an 
assurance of forbearance ; and it would be, 

haps, well that Prince Kung should un- 

erstand that any violation of the rights of 
our citizens, and any fragrant violation of 
treaty stipulations with other powers, may 
cause a change.” 

A Nrxerocorrespondent writes:—H.B,M. 
gun-boat Cockchafer has just returned from 
a trip to Chusan, whither she went to ex- 
pend her threo months’ supply of ammu- 
nition. The trip was a pleasant one, despite 
the cold weather. Tho Chinese seem to be 
getting up a foreign drilled force in Foochow, 
for I hear that men aro being bribed by 
offers of higher pay, to leave the Anglo- 
Chinese force here, for that port. 

A meeting of Land-renters was held in 
Hasrow on the 23rd January, at which the 
accounts of the Municipal Couneil for the 
year 1870 wore passed, and Messrs. Beazley, 
Dawbarn, Harton, and Williams were 
elected Councillors for the ensuing year. 
It was resolved to continue the Municipal 
taxes on the same footing as before, ex- 
cept the tax on brick tea, which was fixed 
at half a candareen per peoul. Hankow 
seems to have gone ahend of Shanghai, 
in procuring s public clock. ‘There had 
been very little business done during 
the fortnight preceding the New-year, 
the time and funds of the Chinese hav- 
ing been occupied in settling up accounts. 
Local dealers have operated to some extent 
in plain cottons ; but buyers for Seangtam 
and other up-country marts have been res- 
trained by difficulty in financing. Latterly 
they have shown a disposition to resume 























There have been no settle- 
but 1,146 chests have been 
sent to Shanghai on native account. The 
total shipments to date are 497,583 chesta, 
against 499,020, We publish below some 
statistics of the import trade, which will 
be useful. According to Customs Returns, 
there were re-exported from Shanghai, from 
Ist February to 30th June1870, the following 
goods to the three river ports, Chinkiang, 
Kiukiang and Hankow, viz :-—880,740 pes. 
Grey Shirtings ; 431,793 pes. T-Cloths ;40,994 
pes. White Shirtings ; 79,141 pes. Drills, of 
all kinds ; 36,482 pcs. Camilets, and 51,278 
pes. Long Ells. 

We have letters from Cxzroo to the 11th 
February. A boy had been caught in the 
capital city of Shantung, hawking copies of 
the “Death Blow to Corrupt Doctrine.” 
News had been received of Mahomedan 
‘successes in the North-West. 

‘The battalion of Marines who have been 
so much talked of, have at last arrived 
in Hoscxoyc, in H. M.S. Juno, under 
command of Colonel Richards. The 
China Mail records the execution, near 
‘Macao, of fifteen of the coolies concemed 
inthe late mutiny on board the Nouvelle 
Penelope. An election for a represen. 
tative of Macao in Lisbon has result 
ed in the choice of Major Cunha. Mr. 
Brereton has been sworn in and enrolled as 
attorney to practice at the Hongkong bar. 
The steamer “Lightning” has been put up 
to auction, but bought in at $8,400. ‘The 
establishment of a Gymnasium has been de- 
cided on, and a building leased for the pur- 
pose. 

The Chinaman, who, wo mentioned 
some time ago, had been found forging 
despatch from the Spanish Consul at Cax- 
tox to the Governor, has been transported 
toMongolia. A large fire occurred in Can- 
ton city on the 9th inst. It is said that 
‘Mr. Robertson, H. B. M. Consul at 
Canton, intends soon to go Home on leave 
of absence. 

Our Yoxortasta correspondent complains 
that there is nothing to say, but has con- 
trived to write a very readable letter on 
that prolific subject. He omits, however, 
afact of some importance, which we find 
chronicled in the Japan Mail, that “A 
Mandarin of some rank—red button—has 
just arrived in Yeddo on a mission which 
is evidently related to recent and probable 
future events in China. He is said to be 
the Viceroy of Ganwhey, which is impro- 
bable, but he is a man of some standing.” 

From Nacasaxs, we learn that a firo 
broke out in Desima, on the morning of 
the 13th instant, by which two houses wero 
destroyed. ‘Tho Fire Engines of the vari- 
ous Insurance Companies, aided by the 
crews of the Russian men-of-war Almaz 
and Sobol and the N.-German vessels Co- 
dan and Johann Anton, prevented the fur- 
ther extension of the flames. The establish- 
ment of a good hotel at the port is record- 
ed, with great satisfaction ; and the Taka- 
sima coal mine is looked to, to revive 
commerce. In the meantime, the Foreign 
Settlers have failed to get their ground 
rent reduced, and it is suggestive that the 
purchaser of one plot has given it back to 
the Japanese, rather than pay the rental. 
‘The Linois looked in on the 7th, but went 
on to Yokohama after coaling.

NISSIONARIES AND MANDARIN 


Tut December number of Macmillan 
contains a very terse but intelligent 
paper on the situation in China. It is 
entitled “Missionaries and Mandarins,” 
and states the question, as it appears to 
us, with very great clearness and force. 
The writer, who can easily be recog- 
nized, commences by asserting that it 
is only reasonable to suppose that the 
warmest advocates of the policy which 
has been for the last few years pursued 
by European Governments, must begin 
to see that it has been a failure. He 
speaks of ten years of “surface tran- 
quility,” and” hints ominously that 
we are drifting into awar. Speaking 
to English readers and writing in 
England, it is possible that the essayist 
overtates the immediate danger. The 
gist of the paper, however, co 
inan able discussion of the behaviour 
of the missionaries, and in many poi 
we endorse the strictures of the eri 
He says:— 

«One of the most fatal mistakes made by 
mnissionaries in China, and perhaps the one 
of all others which’ has contributed the 
most towards earning them the hatred of 
the privileged clasees, and through them 
that of the people at large, has been in the 
inatter of the so- vorship of ances- 
tors.’ When the Chinaman, ona certain day 
in the year, corresponding to our All-souls? 
Day, the ‘Jour des Morts,” goes tothe 
place where his forefathers are buried, to 
pun incense and pray to thegods of heaven 
and earth, he is but obeying a_ beautiful 
impulse which is comrion to all the world, 
He is no more worshipping the manes of 

cestors than the European who goes 
y by year, on some day sanctified by 
memory h, tolay awreath of flowers 
on a well loved tomb, is praying to the 
spirit of its tenant.” 

‘The writer then notes with eulogy 
the action of the early Jesuits, who per- 
mitted the converts to continue the 
practice of the so-called worship at the 
ancestral graves; and expresses a. be- 
lief that these great fathers might have 
changed the ion of China. In bis 
judgment, the chance was lost; other 
gospellers, with more zeal than’ know- 
ledge, rushed in, and the golden oppor- 
tunity was let slip. The ground so 
lost was never regained, nor has Chris- 
tinnily, whether preached by Reman 
Cathotic, Protestant, or “Orthodox 
Greek, ever been able to obtain a solid 
footing in the Flowery Land. To illus- 
trate the odd mixture of outward res- 
pect and inward scepticism with which 
the converts regard the faith of the

as to so great religious fervour in a China~ 
man, the writer ventured to question his 
own man upon the subject. Grinning 
from car to ear, and intensely amused at 
hisfriend’s cleverness, the man replied that 
jing looked upon prayers and picty as his 
“pidgin ” or business ; other men’s pidgin 
might be to black shoes and brush clothes ; 
his was to carry about that Latin Book and 
to bea Christian. The day’s work over, 
when he unbent himself on the forecastle 
and entered into familiar converse with 1: 
acquaintance, the one no more carried hi 
Christianity with him than the other did 
his boots and brushes ; indeed, if his friend 
might be trusted, racy anecdotes of a pro- 
fane nature, in which his unsuspecting pa- 
tron was often turned into ridicule, form- 
a the principal seasoning of his evening 
talk.” 

‘The story is amusingly told, and we 
fear gives only too true a hint of the 
real condition of affairs. We trust 
there are some corns of wheat to be 
found among the fares, but in many 
instances we should be disposed to be- 
lieve that the religious depth of con- 
yiction in the natives, is not so profound 
as the self-sacrificing men who toil in 
the vineyard believe. The paper be- 
fore us proceeds to show the grounds 
for antagonism between mandarins and 
missionaries, and expresses the opinion 
that the mandarin knows his system 
could not. by any possibility co-exist 
with the gospel, as Confucianism is the 
State Religion, and the Confucian 
books the basis upon which the state- 
craft of China is founded. This remark 
involves some controversy. It is pos- 
sible that the hostility of the dominant 
class in this country is simply a phase 
of that hatred of ‘those who prepare 
“new things” which the Tory party 
in every Western Jand exbibils when 
is authority is questioned That the 
officials have-uot examined our religion 
dispassionately is proved by the publi. 
cation of books like the celebrated or in- 
famous “Death Blow to Corrupt Doc- 

ine,” but that everything foreignis in- 
riminately condemned, except our 
military engines and contrivances, there 
can be no doubt. The “intelligent Chi- 
nese operative” is not averse to pro- 
gress, ashis tendency to emigrate proves, 
but he is held back from accepting the 
teachings of the missionary, avd from 
forwarding the views of the merchant, 
by those whose interest consists in 
keeping him as he is. 









































SQUEEZES. 
Oxe of the most remarkable cireum- 
stances in relation to China, with which 
we have lately become acquainted, is 
the pertinscity with which the man- 
darins inflict, and the tenderness with 
which the people submit. to irregular 
levies of all manners and kinds what- 
soever. ‘The ill-condueted government 
of Hongkong has been long troubled 
with instances of the sort, with which 
its large but useless police fores has 
| been no more able to grapple than 
it hus heen to put down highway 
robberies and burglaries; and lately 
wo find that the tendency has been 
more and more to squeeze out of 
the foreign Settlement at Shanghai, 

















some of what, to the greedy eyes and 
watering mouths of the local mandayjns, 
must seem its excess of wealth. “Of 
many cases which have lately appeared, 
two or three instances will suffice to 
show the really serious nature of the 
charges attempted to be imposed. In 
one case, a piece of habit cloth on 
its way from a foreign hong to a 
shop in the Maloo is pounced on, anda 
squeeze of upwards of 4maco inflicted; in 
another, a case of Incifers proceeding 
across a bridgo is stopped, and a fine 
of $1, or 23 per cent on ‘its cost, dew 
manded ; a third instance is more glar- 
ing than either. It seems that all tim- 
ber imported into Shanghai, although 
it has paid its duties at the Custom 
House, is held liable for a furthersqueeze 
before it can be used even in foreign 
building within the Settlement, Like 
all Chinese squeezes of this sort there 
is no regular tariff, the squeezer pays 
so much and extorts as much as he can, 
The general rate is, however, of 80 ex- 
cessive an amount. as to seriously in- 
terfere with the cost of materials, ‘Thus, 
Japan planks pay, according to the ex- 
igencies of the individual in charge, 
and the readiness of the owner, 
from- about 15 to 20 cash each, ot 
op an average some 10 per cent, 
on the cost of the article. These 
charges, it must be added, are not 
to be looked upon as transit charges, 
they are regulurly or irregularly 
levied on goods "proceeding from 
one part of the Settlement to another, 
and never intended to cross its bonn- 
daries. Now, irrespective of the utter 
illegality of ail such impositions, there 
are other and quite as important rea- 
sons why their continuance in any 
shape or form is inadvisable. Tho 
Settlementis alrendy sufficiently heavily 
taxed by the Municipal Council, to sup- 
port its police and preserve good order 
and cleanliness. The non-productive- 
uessof the Chinese portionsof these taxes, 
as compared with those levied on for- 
eigners, has often been noted; thereason 
is apparently that before the Municipal 
Collector makeshis appearance, the Chi- 
nese tenant has, by ingenious shifts and 
threats of sundry sorts, been squeezed 
till, like a dry sponge, he can afford no 
more. Within the limits of the Settle- 
ment ore notoriously a number of na- 
tive hongs, with no other occupation 
than that of levying taxes'and interfering 
withthe generalinternal managementof 
the settlements; the tipnous and their 
subordinatesstill keep, for the edification 
of the city magistrates, a roll of the in- 
habitants, to be made use of for pur- 
poses of oxaction; while, to blind the 
eyes of the resident foreigners, a puppet 
court, with a magistrate ‘complete. 
ly subordinate to the Shanghai Hsien, 
has been constituted in the Maloo. 
The general inactivity of the Consular 
body has had much to do with ‘the es- 
tablishment and continuance of this 
state of affairs; the languid way in 
which, when a complaint has been mado, 
it has been submitted to the Taoutai, 
and his answer or promiso to amend 
has been accepted as gospel, has encou- 
raged the Chinese anthorities in a 
course which is, to say the least of it, 
a public nuisance. Either doubtful of 
the feeling of the Consular body, or 
unwilling to take decisive action, the 
Municipal Council has generally stood 
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aloof and allowed these practices to 
be .carried on without interference. 
Yet they affect in more than one way 
the interests of the Settlement. Streets 
have to be widened, roads to be made, 
water works established, the foreshore 
brought fromits presentdisgraceful cou- 
dition. If more taxes areto be levied, all 
these are more legitimate uses for a re- | 
venue than the accumulation in the 
pocketsof afew Chinese officials of funds 
illegally leviedon foreign trade. Again, 
the police of the Settlement cannot be 
looked upon as satisfactorily conducted 
so longas asccretand irrosponsible body 
is allowed to exercise its functions 
within the limits. We have too much 
experience of Chinese Government to 
believe that it exists for aught else 
than squeezing. The sooner it is clear- 
ly communicated that taxes for “ De- 
fence Commitees,” or any other institu- 
tions, ave illegal within our limits, 
and that all natives, officials or others, 
connected with the levying of such 
will be at once punished, the bet- 
tor it will bo for both the peace, 
good ordor, and prosperity of the Set- 
Uements. 


CHINESE CANNIBALISM. 
Sous months ago, we drew attention 
to tho very curious subject of canni- 
balism in China, pointing out by how 
little tho most civilised nation in Asia 
was removed from oue of the most bar- 
barous of human practices. Since that 
time a correspondent of tho Chinese 
Recorder as followed up our remarks, 
with additional instances of how na- 
turally this taste for human flesh dis- 
played itself amongst the population 
of China. With these instances in view, 
we are the more disposed to believe 
in the accounts which have been 
handed down to us, of the greater pre- 
valence of the vice in former times ; 
and, even in the absence of internal 
testimony from the Chinese writers 
themselves, to bolieve such statements 
as those made by Polo and other 
European travellers daring the Middie 
Ages. The silence of tho Chinese 
writers on the subject is of itself sus- 
picious. Either the crime was looxed 
upon as too natural to provoke com- 
ment or, on the other hand, it was felt to 
bea subject on which the less said the 
better for the reputation of the nation. 
Tho careful avoidance, in fact, of un- 
pleasant traths, is always a conspicnous 
feature of Chinese literature; the habit 
of glossing over what is bad with a 


























veil of specious truth, is as characteri 
tic of Chinese writers and histor 
asitisin the present day of Chine: 
statesmen, Tho accounts of the voy: 

of tho Arabs to China, in the ninth 
century, make a more direct charge of 
cannibalism against the inhabitants 
than even Marco Polo, These accounts 
are told in so simple a way, aud bear 
so ovidontly tho stamp of authenticity, 
and of having been written or dictated 
by one well acquaiuted with the country | 
and its institutious, that the passage is | 
worth reproduction. “ When any one of 
“the princes or governors of cilies 
“within the dominions of the Emperor 
“of China is guilty of a crime, ho 
“ put to death aud eaten; and in gen- 
“ eral it may be said that the Chinese 
“cat all those that are put to death.” | 
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¢ of the custom in former 
times m e believe. then, both from 
extern: idence and from the inter- 
nal evidence of the Chinese phart 
copwia, be looked upon as establi 
beyond question, while receut events 
have showu that, atmougst the body of 
the people, thero still exists more or 
less indulgence in the revolting pr 
tice. ‘The subject raises up a curious 
question iu ethnology. Oue school 
have been always ready to maintain 
that cannibalism is only to be found 
among those tribes who, scattered in 
small aud isolated islands, were, in the 
absence of other animal food, forced 
to satisfy the craving 

ing use of the ouly supply ai 
of their own aged or the bodies of 
their enemies ; the former prevalence of 
the vice in China, and its con 
ed existence even at the present d: 
seem to prove that cannibalisin i 
question of race and iustiuet rather 
than of external circamstances. Thi 
Chinese themselves, moreover, seem to 
have an instinctive dread of this latent 
disposition amongst the masses. Pret. 
mortem cxaminativas amongst the 
Chinese have very properly been mude 
the subject of ridicule; the objection 
evinced by the people at large to allow 
a dead body to be opened, aud tho ap- 
parently superstitious dread of allowing 
alimb to bo amputated during life, are 
perhaps ouly unconscious mauifesta- 
tions of this dread. At ono time, such 
customs may have been found necessary 
to check a prevailing practice, aud were 
probably introdaced with that object in 
view. They have in the present day ap- 
parently outlived the necessity of their 
introduction, and now remain as mute 
witnesses ofastate of affairs 
it is trae, but possessi 
fascination for the masses of a 
pretending to have attained 
summit of civilisation. Amongst the 
Chinese, in China, wo external force of 
circumstances could bave induced the 
crime; the transmission of the instinct 
through thousands of years, without any 
fresh temptation to its outbursts, is one 
of those strange instances of the per- 
manence of hereditary character, of 
which China and the Chinese bave 
afforded so many notable examples.

This tallies with what we have heard 
vid Caloutta, of the eastward advance of 
the “ Ataligh Ghaze.” 

‘Another correspondent sends us an ac- 
count of a collision between the N-Ger- 
man barque Pallas and the French gunboat 
Flamme, in Chefoo harbour. “ Two N-Ger- 
man restels sailed from Chefoo during the 
last days of December, without being inter- 
fered with by the French gunboat Flamme ; 
and in consequence, the N-German barque 
Pallas accepted a charter from a Chinese for 
Hlongkong, hoping to havo their fortune. 
She loaded and cleared on the 12th Janua- 
ry, and on the following dayhove anchor and 
set sail, intending to cross the bay to the 
Chefoo Bluff, there to wait for a favourable 
opportunity to proceed onher passage. The 
wind being N.N.E., the Pallas stood on the 
port tack out to the Kung-tow islands, 
wwhen she went about, and would have been 
able to reach her intended anchorage on 
the starboard tack. 

In the meantime the Flamme had got 
steam up and hove anchor, and stood under 
sail and steam across Chefoo Bay. This 
course would have taken her about a mile 
ahead of the Pallas, sailing on the star- 
board tack; but she suddenly bore off 
before the wind, running under the lee of 
the Pallas, and steering as though she 
‘would pass astern of her. When close to 
the latter, however, the gunboat suddenly 

boarded his helm and let fly his jib 
sheet as if fo go about, always, steaming 
full speed ahead. The Pallas, in the mean- 
time, keeping on her course, and showing 
by her shivering sails that’ she was close 
hauled on the starboard tack. When 
the Flamme came dangerously near, Captain 
‘Wulff tried to put his ship about, but she 
had not sufficient headway to obey the 
rudder, and seeing acollision inevitable he 
backed sailsfore and aft, to diminishits force. 
The Pallas eventually’ struck the Flamme 
on the starboard side, running her jib-boom 
through, the fore-rigging, breaking away 
four of the shrouds, and at the same time 
breaking her own bowsprit and fore gear, 
and bringing the jib-boom alongside. Then 
the chain gear and stem of the Pallas went 





into the Flamme's bulwarks, breaking away 
everything ; gradually the two vessels came 
alongside, the Flamme always working full 


speed ahead, and doing considerable damage 
to the Palla’ waterways by spare anchor 
lashed in her main chains. By cutting away 
everything pa held, the Flamme eventually 
sheared off forward, butin doing so got foul 
ofthe Pallas’ afterdavits, breaking them away 
and starting the poop. "At last the vessels 
got clear of each other and anchored. 

Thesame evening the French, Viee-Consul 
applied tothe North-German Vice-Consul to 
put the Master of the Pallas under arrest, 
until the injuries done to the Flamme were 
repaired and paid for. Captain Wulff, how- 
ever, saw the case from another point of 
view, and made a counter claim against the 
Flamme, assessing his damages ‘at §75. The 
French Commander then offered to forego 
his claim, if Captain Wulff would acknow- 
ledge in writing that. the collision was his 
fault, The latter, however, declined the pro- 
posal, and declared his willingness to submit 
to arbitration. ‘This was declined by the 
other side ; but some further negociation 
resulted in the French Vice-Consul agreeing 
to pay the Patios’ claim ; thus admittin 
that the Flamme was in fault for the colli- 
sion. A more curious ending to the affair 
could be hardly conceived. The Flamme 
set out to keep in attendance on the Pallas, 
and either deter her from going to sea, or 
ore her if she did so; but turned the 
tables on herself, and had to pay $75 to her 
intended:prize. 





‘YOROHAMA. 


All that there is to chronicle this time is 
“Small beer ;” events of interest have not 
even been like the proverbial angels’ visits, 
“few and far between”—they have not 
boen at all. However, asit is reported that 


‘the Hertha is to convoy all the war-behar- 
boured North-German ships out to sea, 
and the French are not to allow such a pro- 
ceeding, possibly my next effusion may give 
you—though it’s highly improbable—an ac- 
count of a great naval fight. 

First as to small-pox—what we have 
‘most of for some time. Little 
recorded in its movements ; 
that it is decreasing, an- 
other that it is increasing, a third that it is 
neither one way nor the other, and a fourth 
profoundly shakes his head but won’t com- 
mit h’aself in an opinion. 

‘Three men have been arrested on suspi- 
cion of their being implicated in the attempt- 
ed assassination of Messrs. Dallas and Ring 
in Yeddo. It appears that they left some 
bloody swords at a house, shortly after the 
ccourrence, and other suspicious circum- 
stances point to them as being the guilty 
parties. 

‘Rumours of more internal broils are again 
rife. The Princes in the South are massing 
troops and drilling them on the Prussian 
system ; great dissatisfaction seems to have 
risen ‘inst all the officials connected with 
the Mikado’s government ; and it is said, 
with more or less truth, that Satsuma pur- 
poses being hostile to the Mikado and his 
government. 

News from Hiogo, though not confirmed, 
speaks of the N. G. vessel Panama having 
been captured by the French gunboat Aspic. 
The British barque Violet, which left this in 
December, has been lost near Foochow, and 









her way to New York with teas from 
‘The Samuel Russell has also been lost, mak- 
ing the second tea ship of the season wreck- 
ed: The steamer Attalante, late H. M. 8. 
Manila, has been sold to the Japanese. 
‘The EU: has arrived from Kobé and relieves 
the Ringdove, now under orders for that 
port. Three promoters of Gas Compani 
are in the field, cne native, connected with 
three foreign firms; against entertaining 
‘any such proposition from a Japanese Com- 
y; nearly ‘all the local Insurance Agents 
ave signed a protest. ‘The Victoria Fire 
Insurance Company received by last mail 
asteam fire-engine, which will considerably 
augment the strength of the Fire Brigade. 
‘Two more paper hunts are underlined, 
‘both for cups ; there’s no nonsense about us 
and our generosity ! The last was won by 
‘Major Lucas 10th regiment. And my bottle 
of “small beer” is empty.

some months ago. Taking the expenses 
of these vessels in round numbers at $30,000 
per annum each—not certainly above the 
mark, considering they are commanded by 
naval officers—we may form some notion of 
the purposes to which the Customs’ dues 
collected on foreign trade are applied. 
‘The tea season is nearly over; but few 
chops remain in hand, and we are now 
waiting in patience for the coming season. 
The Commissioner of Customs writes in 
his report for the fourth quarter of 1870 :— 
“(Efforts to counteract the spread of Chris- 
tianity have frequently been made in years 
gone by, in the Canton province and city, 
but of late these efforts have been animated 
with anew energy, and have assumed a 
novel and not uninteresting character. 
It is required by Imperial statute that 
the Sacred Edict (as the sixteen maxims 
compiled by the Emperor Kang-hi and 
commented on by Yung-chéng are termed) 
should be proclaimed throughout the em- 
pire by the local_ officials or their deputies, 
‘on the Ist and 15th days of every moon. 
The practice has, however, in Canton been 
more honoured in the breach than in the 
observance, and has of late years fallen into 
desuetude, Bu t subscriptions have recent 
Jy boon raised among th gentry and litera 
tito pay the expenses of literary graduates 
who open halls and chapels within the city 
and suburbs, and at stated intervals read 
and expound the Maxims to the people. 
The tendency of these exhortations and 
expositions, which bear a curious resem- 
ance to our own sermons, is, of course, 
most decidedly Confucian and leprocatory 
of foreign teaching and doctrine. — ‘The 7 
of K’ang-hi’s Maxims, which exhorts the 
people to degrade strange religions in order 
to exalt the true doctrine, is a frequent 
subject of comment and elaborate para 
phrase in the five chapels established in the 
city and suburbs, and the denunciations of 
the Tien-chu chino, (the Roman Catholic 
doctrine), are reported by actual listeners 
as being most unsparing and severe. ‘The 
punishment directed by law against teachers 
of, and converts to, ‘corrupt and impious 
sects ” (Lii-li Penal Code Sect. 162) is un- 
hesitatingly proclaimed against converts to 
Catholic or Protestant doctrines in the very 
face of Treaty stipulations, ‘These threats 
are not, it is needless to say, ‘supported by 
any official sanction or endorsed by any offi- 
cial action, and but for such fulminations 
the controversy (if such it can be called) is 
carried on with a fairness and moderation 
somewhat unusual in theological disputes.”

HANKOW LAND-RENTERS MEETI 


Mimutes of a meeting of Land-renters 
held at H. B. M. Consulate, Hankow, 
23rd_ Janu: 1871, called by circular 
dated 17th January, to pass accounts, 
elect new Council, &¢. &e. 

Present : H. B. M. Consul, in the Chair ; 
Messrs. W. H. Harton, "H. Ramsay, 
R. Maxwell, M. R. Mackellar, H. Beazley, 
N. Smith, H. Cope, W. G. Gordon, A. H. 
Dawbarn, W. W. King, J. Somerville, A. 
Price, R. W. Williams, T. M. Drysdale. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting, 
held on 24th January 1870, were then read 
and adopted. 

The Report for 1870 was now read by 
Mr. Rassax, and Accounts placed on the 
table. 

Mr. Beazzey proposed— 

“‘ That the Accounts be passed.” 


Seconded by Mr. W. W. Krxo, and car- 





rie 

The Cuamsan informed the meeting 
that more nominations had been received 
than were necessary, for election of Muni- 
cipal Council, and stated that Messrs. Ram- 





say, Maxwell, Ballance and Gordon, had 


refused to serve. He proposed that the 
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meeting should now proceed to elect the 
new Council. 

‘The votes were as under—for Mr. Beaz- 
ley 53, for Mx, Dawbarn 47, for Mr, Har- 
ton 43, for Mr. Williams 35. The Chair- 
man then declared the above named gentle- 
men duly elected for 1871. 

‘Mr. Maxwet observed that there was 
one item in the expenditure of the past 
year, on which he wished to make one or 
two remarks, and that was, the item of 
Tis. 100 paid as salary to the Secretary. 
Having served in the Council for two years, 
he sould truly say that this sum was quite 
inadequate, considering the services render- 
ed. Mr, Mackellar had a great deal of 
work to do in connection with the Council, 
writing letters, taking minutes of meetings, 
and collecting taxes, all of which he per- 
formed most efficiently. He would there- 
fore move— 

“ That the Seeretary’s salary be raised from 
‘Tis, 100 to Tis, 300 per annum.” 

Seconded by Mr. W. W. Kuve, and 
carried. 

Mr. Core beyged to make a few remarks 
on the subject of Bank tax. He did not 
wish to evade any reasonable taxation, but 
submitted that the present one applied dif- 
ferently to Banks and Merchants. The 
contribution was assessed by a former 
Council as being an equivalent to the Inn- 
port and Export Dues paid by the Merchants 
here, In reality, however, these dues were 
paid by owners of goods as produce, such 
as shippers and consignees in the case of 
commission houses, and not actually ont 
of the pockets of the residents hore. The 
dues were recouped from the goods, while 
the Banks had no power to recoup from 
anybody, and the tax became simply a 
compulsory Bank license. As an instance, 
he mentioned that if one resident were 
to buy goods from another, and sell to 
a third party, such an operation would 
bo subjected to no tax whatever, while 
the Bank, which might have no share 
in such transaction, beyond providing 
funds for the accommodation of the three 
parties, would be taxed. He suggested 
that the meeting should consider a modi- 
fication of the tax in some manner that 
would place the Banks on the same footing 
as the Merchants. 

Mr. Kivo said that the Banks, at all 
events, made their profits from carrying on 
business in this Port, and ought therefore 
to contribute to the general expenses. 

Mr. Cope quite admitted this view, but 

jointed out that the same applied to the 
Insurance Offices, which were not taxed 
because they were in the hands of private 
firms, The Councilendeavoured to shew that 
the tax was one to be levied on business ; if 
soit should apply to these also ; if not, it 
resolved itself into a tax leviable on the 
owner of the Innd where the Bank was 
situated. 

Mr, Maxwett, endorsed the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Cope, and added that the 
present mode of assessment was most 
unjust, as it ought to be levied in propor- 
tion to the business done by the Banks, and 
not as at present by compelling each Bank 
to pay the same aniount. ‘The tax on the 
Banks at present is a fixed sum, in fact a 
levy for carrying on business. He consider- 
ed that a tax on import and export of 
sycee would mect the difficulty, as it was 
unfair to force the Banks to pay an assess- 
ment different from that levied on the rest 
of the community. 

Mr. Kiyo considered that a tax on sycee 
would be most unfair to the Merchants, 
who would then have to pay on the goods 
themselves, and a percentage of the money 
received from the sale of the goods. As the 
Banks seemed satisfied at being obliged 
each to pay the same amount, could they 
not settle the matter between themselves, 
without the interference of the Council, 
and pay according to the amount of busi- 
ness done by each Bank ? 

Mr. Rawsay thought the Banks should 











think of some feasible scheme as to their | 





assessment, and submit it to the Council. 
In the meantime he now proposed— 

“That the Taxes be collected as last _year, 
excepting the Tax on Brick Tea, which should 
be half a eandareen a picul.” 

Seconded by Mr. Kiso and carried. 

H. B. M. Consul said, with reference to 
a despatch (which had been already eireu- 
lated) from the Taotai, concerning the tax 
paid by Chinese merchants for landing 
Tea on the Bund, he would be glad to 
hear any opinion. 

Proclamation by former Taotai, impos- 
ing the tax, was read, and after some 
discussion, "H. B. M.’ Consul said he 
would write to the present Taotai, in- 
forming him that the Teamen had made 
no objection to Foreign merchants to pay 
the tax, and urging its continuance. 
With reference to the Police Force, the 
matter had been referred to H. B. M. 
Minister in May last, anda reply was re- 
ceived, stating that he did not consider the 
Chinese could be called on to pay towards 
the maintenance of the Police Force retros- 
pectively, and that no further action should 
betaken by the Consul without reference 
to Peking. 

‘Mr. Ramsay {then proposed, and Mr. 
Sumit seconded— 

“That the new Clock should be placed be- 
tween the trees as near the centre of the Bund 
as possible.” 

Mr. Beazvey moved asan amendment— 

That the Clock be placed near the Police 
Station.” 

Seconded by Mr. Hantox. Amendment 
lost, and original proposition carried. 

Bir. Core proposed— 

«That a board for Publie Notices should be 
Plsced.on the face of the Granite Clock Co- 

lumn. 

Seconded by Mr. Ransay and carried. 

Mr. Witt1ixs proposed a vote of thanks 
to the retiring Council, which was second- 
ed by Mr. Sowenvinte and carried unani- 
mously.

‘These documents were placed before the 
Consuls at a meeting convened for the 
transaction of other business which was 
held on the 2ist of January.

‘At a mecting held on the 24th of January, 
the enclosed ‘* Memorandum on Roads out- 
side of Shanghai,” (document ‘‘D.”) was 
submitted and considered. It was decided 
to ask the Ministers to procure from the 
Imperial Government assent to the prin- 
ciple that taxes should be remitted on all 
Iaads reserved for the public use as roads, 
the same to be agreed upon by the Consuls 
and the local authorities in consultation, 








and to leave the Land-renters_to decide at 
their next meeting what roads they wish 
reserved.

Stz,—In pursuance of a Resolution pass- 
ed ata General Meeting of the Chamber, 
held on the 16th instant, I have the honor 
to beg the attention of the Consular Body 
to the increasing difficulties of the naviva- 
tion of the river Wangpoo, caused by the 
accumulation of deposit ‘on the bar at 
Woosung. : 
While’ the importance of the Port of 
Shanghai is yearly becoming greater, as 
the trade of the Settlement extends, the 
danger of entering and leaving the harbour, 
threatens to oppose serious impediments to 
the passage of vessels of a size suitable for 
carrying on the traffic ; and numerous de- 
tentions, and conscquent heavy expenses, 
have already resulted from the neglect of 
the precautions which are usually taken 
at established ports for keeping open the 
navigation. 

‘The Chamber would therefore respect- 
fully suggest that the matter should be 
brought to the notice of the Chinese autho- 
rities, by the Representatives of the Treaty 
powers in Shanghai, with a view to the in- 
troduction of an effective system of dredy- 
ing, to deepen the channel and maintain 
the River in a fit condition to allow of its 
being navigated with safety by the largest 
vessels which frequent the Port.

Sm,—The Chairman of the Shanghaf 
General Chamber of Commerce has, in pur- 
suance of a Resolution passed ut a Gene- 
ral Bleeting on the 16th November, request- 
ed the attention of the Consular Body to 
the increasing difficulties attending the 
navigation of the Wang-pu river, caused 
by the accumulation of deposit upon tho 
Wausung Bar. 

At the desire of the Consuls, I beg to 
ley a copy of the Chairman’s letter on the 
subject before you, and to request you will 
be good enough to inform them how far 
they may entertain a hope that tho evil 
complained of will be remedied at an early 
date, and that measures will be taken for 
Keeping the channel clear in future, for 
vessels of the large draught which usually 
resort to this Port. 

I am likewise commissioned by my 
colleagues to avail myself of this oppor- 
tunity to beg that you will acquaint us 
with what has been effected thus far in 
lighting and buoying the Yangtze ap- 
proaches, and what further measures you 
have in contemplation towards facilitatin 
the river navigation, in as far as this Por 
is concerned. 

The Consuls venture, further, to recall to 
your remembrance the late disastrous loss of 
the S. 8. Lismore, through stranding upon 
asunken junk ; and to urge upon you the im- 
portance of taking steps towards removing 
that and other wrecks, which now infest 
various parts of the chaanel. It would seem 
almost superfluons to point out to you 
the serious permanent injury which such 
obstructions, if left unattended to, are cal- 
culated to occasion in a narrow and crow- 
ded commercial highway, and the enormous 
loss which they may at any monwent entail 
upon shipping interests; and the Consuls 
trast that the mere mention of the circum- 
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stance will suffice to attract such attention 
to the subject as shall ensure an immediate 
and effeettial remedy of the evil referred to.

Memorandum on Roads outside of Shang- 
hai Settlement, being annex to Circular of 
Chairman of Consular Body under date No- 
vember 1870. 

The question of the custody and repair 
of the roads outside of the Settlement of 
Shanghai has been pending for some time 
past. 

‘The Municipal Council, so far back as the 
5th August 1868, offered to take charge of 
certain of the roads, provided that the Chi- 
nese Government ground rent upon the 
land which they comprised could be remit- 
ted wholly or in part, and apledge given by 
the Chinese authorities that they would 
protect the roads from injury or encroach. 
ment bycthe natives, on pain of being called 
upon to bear the expense of repair them- 
selves. 

On this point of tax-payment the whole 
question mainly hinges. When the roads 
were originally acquired, no pains appear to 
have been taken to free the native proprie- 
tors from the obligation of paying the land 
tax upon the portion of Taud augrendered 
out of their several properties. They con- * 
sequently regarded said portion as still be- 
longing to them, and therefore open to 
encroachment at pleasure, or they took 
every opportunity of revenging themselves 
by cutting up the roads and injuring or 
pilfering the wood work of the bridges. 
‘The Council attempted, in one instance, at 
the recommendation of Consul-General Se- 
ward and Consul Winchester, to put a stop 
to the nuisance by adjusting some arrears 
of taxes alleged to be due in the case of the 
Woosung road, hoping thereby to remove 
all possible ground of complaint, on the 
part of the villagers, that might be advane- 
justification of any interference with 
public property. But the measure had no 
effect ; doubtless because the villagers ne- 
yer heard anything of tho payment. As 
for expecting any Useful resulis from an 
pledge on the-part of the Chinese Authori- 
ties, it was thought simply futile, even if 
they could be induced to give such a pro- 
mise. 

In order to remedy this anomalous con- 
dition of affairs, the Consular Body, at a 
meeting held onthe 30th January 1869, 
appuinted a Committee consisting of Con- 
sul-General Seward, Consul-General- Bre- 
nier, and Consul Medhurst, to procure 
from the Taotai the remission of taxes on 
lands taken up for outside roads, as well as 
aid in maintaining them in repair and free 
from encroachment or injury. 

This Committee met the Taotai accord- 
ingly on the 3rd March 1869, for the dis- 
cussion of the subject. 

The Taotai then declared that it was be- 
yond his power to remit the taxes or rents 
on lund taken up for roads, but he pledged 
himself to represent the matter for the 
consideration of the then Viceroy Bfah,* 
who, he thought, was certain to return a 
favorable response. 
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Mr. Seward left for the United States 
not long after, and Mr. Medhurst undertook 
to keep the subject before the notice of the 
Authorities ; but up to this time he has fail- 
ed to clicit any reply whatever to the pro- 
posals made. 

It was for this reason that Mr. Medhurst, 
at the meeting of the Consular Body held 
on the 23rd November 1870, expressed it 
as his opinion that the time had come for 
the representation of the subject to the 
Supreme Government, through the several 
Legations at Peking.” And his Colleagues 
approving of the proposition, he was re- 
quested to draw up a memorandum of the 
history of the case, for their information. 
Henee this minute. 

‘The important point to be secured ap- 
pears to be the promulgation ofa decree or 
edict by the Viceroy, freeing all Innd set 
aside or purchased for the public use, out- 
side of the Settlement, from any 
obligation to pay Government land rent or 
tax. When once the native proprietors 
find themselves quit of this obligation by 
Government authority, they will readily 
cnongh refuse to pay the Tepaos the 
squeeze at present practised upon them, 
and being made acquainted with the fact 
that the opening and maintenance of the 
roads isa Government measure, they will 
cease to interfere with the properties these 
represent. 

‘he roads in respect to which this mea- 
sure is indispensable are :— 

Ast, The Bubbling Well Road, from Horse 
Bazaar to the Well. ‘This is partly foreign 
and partly native owned. ‘The longer 
proporti n, say two-thirds, foreign owned. 

fo provision has ever been made for 
payment of the taxon the part surrender- 
ed by natives. ‘The tax on that by for 
ers is presumably paid by themsel’ the e 
Council hold a title deed for the entire 
line of road, and J, Hogg holds a title deed 
for the fai from Horse Bazaar tothe 
Grand Stand. ‘The Council have always 
refused to pay land tax on this title deed. 

2nd. The Siccawei Road, from Bubbling 
Well to Siccawei Road 'Bridge. ‘This 
was occupied without purchase of land 
from the native proprietor; 7/8ths of 
this road must be native owned. No title 
deeds are held for the road itself. The land 
tax is no doubt paid by the natives, 

3rd. The French ul, from Siccawei 
Bridge to Ningpo Josshouse. ‘This has 
always. been controlled by the French 
Council. Ido no not know the history of it. 

4th, The Sinza Road, from Gaaworks 
Bridge to junction with cross road to Mil- 
Jer’s Bungalow and thence on to Bubbling 
Well. It does not appear how this was 
acquired. ‘There are certainly no title 
deeds for it. A small portion may be for- 
eign owned. 

‘Sth. Road from Sinza junction to Mark- 
ham’s Farm, skirting Soochow Creek to 
Jessfield Farin, Jesstield to Fahwah, con- 
necting with Siccawei road near the’ Her- 
mitage, This is a military road, acquired by 
the Chinese Authorities, or with their con- 
sent, during Rebel times. No title deeds 
extant. Much of it, between Jessfield and 
Siccawei, has been appropriated by natives. 

Gth. Jesstield to Bubbling Well. A pri- 
vaterond, made, it is assumed, with consent 
of villagers. No title deeds extant. It is 
contemplated to take this over for the 
public, 

7th. Woosung Road. ‘The .mode of ac- 
quirement is doubtful. There are persons 
say that the Iand was bought. The 
villagers declare they were not all satisfied, 
and they assign this as a cause for their 
perpetual inroads. Tis. 6,000 is said to 
have been expended in construction of 
road and bridge. ‘The road at present is 
nearly extinct. Bridges nearly all pulled 
to pieces. 

8th. New Yangtsze-poo Road. Land ac- 
quired under convention entered into be- 
tween Taotai and Consul-General Sewar 
Land tax not yet provided for, and Chi- 
nese still under obligations to pay it. 

















‘The approximate superficial areas of the 
roads above detailed may be estimated as 
follows :—

UAL REPORT OF THE SHANGHAL 
MALE SCHOOL SOCIETY. 

In presenting their Annual Report for 
the year 1870, the Committee of Managers 
of the Shanghai Female School Society 
congratulate the friends who co-operate in 
this undertaking, on the satisfactory _posi- 
tion which this institution is beginning to 
assume. 

‘Through the liberality of our President, 
the school has now a local habitation ® 
every way convenient and suitable for its 
purposes. ‘The premises outside the West 
Gate of the city were first occupied at the 
beginning of May last ; and since that time 
achapel-wing has been added, so that 
Sunday Services can be held, as well as 
Daily Prayers, and thus our Institution is 
becoming a ‘virtual centre from which 
Christian influences may radiate through 
all the surrounding neighbourhood. ‘This 
tendency has already shewn itself in the 
establishment, close by, of a DaySchool and 
a Free Dispensary, which though not form- 
ally connected with our Society, yet give 
completeness to that comprehensive scheme 
of beneficence which we must all desire to 
see exemplified im our midst. A glance at 
the subscription list will shew that, al- 
though the number of Pupils has been 
increased to twenty-five, the funds have 
sufficed to meet all current expenses and 
still leave a balance of $315.98 in hand at 
the end of the year. As we have no rea- 
son to apprehend any falling off in the 
interest hitherto manifested, we recom- 
mend that the numbers be now filled up to 
thirty, as originally contemplated. There 
can beno risk in doing this, although of 
course our expenses will be proportion- 
ately increased, and there will be need of 
the services of an additional teacher. These 
points, however, may safely be left to the 
good judgment of our successors in office, 
to whom we hand over our trust with the 
confidence that the year will close with 
prospects as bright as those with which it 
opened.

‘Many incidents of an interesting charac- 
ter have occurred during the past year, in 
connection with the individual history of 
the Pupils ; but details of this kind can 
hardly be made the subject of a Report. 
Good progress has been shewn in their 
studies, and much improvement is obser- 
vable in their general appearance and 
manners. In their studies, which are chiefly 
in the Scriptures, a marked advance has 
been made as to acquiring an intelligent 
understanding of what they read ; and. to 
the duties of honschold work, including 
washing, cooking, care of wardrobe &c., 
some good degree of attention has been 

aid. “Three of the most promising aro 
learning to read in English, and four aro 
being taught the rudiments of music, so 
that they can lead the singing in tho 
chapel. Knitting, crochet and plain needle- 
work are taught; the children make up 
their own clothes, bedding &c., and some- 
thing (about$11) has been realized from 
the sale of work they have done. Some 
little diiculty was experienced—especially 
about the time of the ‘Tientsin troubles—in 
securing from the relatives the signature 
of those Bonds required by the 5th Rule 
of the constitution ; but that has been over- 
come, and no serious hindrance need now 
be anticipated, unless it be from the dan- 
gers and embarrassments which spring 
from too much success. In a very few 
years we may expect that, instead of hay- 
ing to seck for pupils, we shall be receiving 
applications from parents who are willing 
to pay a premium for the admission of 
their children into such schools as ours. 
Then it will become a practical question 
as to what steps should next be taken 
in the mental  disenthralment of tho 
“Daughters of China.”

THE LOSs OF THe “ MaiMLora.” 
To the Editor of the 
Nowru-Cutva Huanp. 

S1m,—I have just seen your report of tho 
“Court of Enyiinsy,” lately held in Ningpo, 
concerning the loss of the British barque 
“Haimlota,” under my command. One 
thing of great importance has heen omitted, 
and which [ trust you will kindly lay be: 
fore your readers—that I have appealed 
to the Board of Trade, in London, against 
the decision of this Court, And for two 
reasons 

Ast.—That it was not a competent Court, 
from the fact. of there being no member of 
the Court who had been in command of 
sailing vessel, and therefore { consider unfit 
to decide on the principal subject of enqui- 
ry, the necessity that existed for my inter- 
ference with the Pilot. 

2nd.—That the decision, I consider, 
was not in accordance with the evidence, 
either as regards my responsibility for the 
deck cargo, or my interference with the 
pilot. OF course I connot enter here, at 
length, into the cause of my interference. 
I will only say that T interfered—as I con- 
ceive it to be the duty of a Master under 
such cireninstances—because I considere 
the ship was put in danger. 

I may add that, in losing my vessel, hav- 
ing been half-owner, I lose my all ; and if 
any other inducement to exertion could be 
needed on my part, the fact of my having 
my wife and infant child on board, must 
convince every well thinking man that no 
exertion was wanting on iy part to save 
the vessel.

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CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 
February 13th, 1871. 
Before G. JaamEsox, Esq. 
F. G. Janvis x. T. G. Swarr, 
Claim for Tis. 10, value of a picture. 

Defendant paid unto Court Tis. 74, the price 
agreed on. 

Plaintiff said defendant had gone to his shop 
in November last, selected one of two 
pictures, both being valued at Ts. 15, and leit 
an order with a man named Clifton’ there to 
send it to the Astor House. Clifton had no- 
‘thing to do with the business. Had sent to 
ask defendant to return the picture if he did 
not mean to pay Ts. 10 for it. 

Being sworn, ho said—When I returned on 
the day in question I saw an order, I suppose 
in Mr. Clifton's writing, to send a picture to 
the Astor House. ‘That was about the 20th 
Oct, acted on that order. I dont remember 
seeing Clifton when I came home. I sent in 
the bill for payment. 

Defendant sworn, said—While walking 
the Hankow Road one day last October, 
happened tolook into Mr. Jarvis's and the shop- 
man asked me if I wanted anything. I said 

T wanted a picture, if he had any. He 
he had. two very good ones, but I said I 
only wanted one of them and asked him the 
rice. He said they were Tis. 15 the two, and 
pointed out the one I wanted. ‘The shopman 
said he would ask Mr. Jarvis how much it 
would be and let me know, Two days after 
I called thero again, and saw the same man, 
when he told me that he had seen Mr. Jarvis, 
and that he had said I might have cither of 
them for Tls.

from fear to the request of the man Hannen, 

Fraxcis Borxanp, sworn, said—I recog: 
nise the quadrant, which I sold to a man nam- 
ed Smith in the ‘Home. I dont know what 
became of it afterwards, but I heard that it 
was stolen. Smith had it about six days, but 
Tcould not say if the defendant had seen it 
with him 

Prisoner said it had not occurred to him 
that the quadrant he got was the one which 
had been stolen. 

Gronor Barter, sworn, said—I am consta- 
ble of the Home. ‘The quadrant was missed 
about ten o'clock a few nights ago. We searched 
for it in the house aud outside in the shops, 
Smith told me his suspicion rested on_ the 
man Hannen, who was iis room inate. Last 
night the boy came to me to say good-night 
as he was going by the “Priam,” and aman 
went out a little in front of him and specie 
to him as he went through the compound. 
I went inside, and was making my round of 
the rooms when I was called down by the 
second detective, who had the boy in charge 
with the quadrant. After some persuasion the 
boy said it was given him by the man Hannen.

take place, which the Goverament cannot

Formosa, 


(Overtand Trade Report.) 

It is frequently contended that the opening 
of China to forcign trade will be an injustice 
to the inhabitants of the country, because, it 
is asserted, the advent of foreigners must’de- 
tract from the opportunities which the natives 
have of conducting business under the existing 
state of things. This argument, though sav= 
ouring a little more than is generally appre- 
ciated of a protectionist spirit, has been gone- 
rally yery carefully listened to by our Repre- 
sentatives, who indeed have been so impressed 
with the ‘statements of the Chinese on this 
point, that they have often appeared more as 
the advocates of Celestial retrogression than 
of Western progress. In his memorials and 
despatches coucerning the revision of the 
‘Treaty of Tiontsin, Sir Rutherford Alcock 
carried his carefulness of the Chinese to such 
an extent as almost to make his enunciations 
morely a repetition of what it may reasonably 
‘be supposed emanated from Mr. Hart and the 
other paid representatives of the Chinese, So 
glaringly retrograde, however, were the re- 
commendations which he made, that his 
scheme for the revision of the Treaty could 
not hold its own against the criticisin of the 
merchants in China and at home ; and iu con- 
sequence the Convention was asa whole re- 
jected. 

‘One of its recommendations, however, and 
that probably the most retrogressive which it 
contained, was reserved for re-consideration, 
to wit, the advisability of closing the Consular 
Ports in Formosa ; and until very recently it 
was roported that this ill-advised step would 
bo adopted, notwithstanding a protest sont 
Home by the merchants at Amoy and in For- 
mosa itself. Information has now come to 
hand that there is little reason to fear that 
this will be the case, and it is to be sincerel 
hoped that the last necount of the matter will 
prove the correct one. 

If the Home Covernment have been influ: 
enced by an idea that the advent of foreigners 
to Formosa works any injustice to the Chinese 
people there, they may be reassured upon this 
point ; as it happens ‘that no better illustra: 
tion of the nature of the opposition 
foreign trade could be afforded than 
taken place in that island. ‘The opposition is 
entirely on the part of the Mandteins, who 
desire to maintain an old system of monopoly 
Deneficial to themselves and to the monopo- 
lists, but ruinous to the producers and to the 
Foreign merchants. ‘The circumstances which 
have come to light in regard to the Formosa 
‘Trade, show distinctly that its comparatively 
tardy development was mainly attributable to 
thefexistence of illegal and oppressive mono- 
polies such as ubtained notoriety in reference 
to the Camphor trade. There is ample oppor- 
tunity for business to be condueted, and Iarge- 
ly increased, but it requires the moral sup 
























port of the Government, whereas at presont 
seems to be doing 
all in his power to stultify what has been done

Gregory, however, persists in maintaining that 
it is legal, and does not, it seems, hesitate to 


convey this view to the Chinese officials. It 
is not surprising that the trade in Formosa, 
when the monopoly existed, could be made to 
appear disappointing ; but the results of the 
abolition of that. state of alinire show 
advised will be its re-introduction, which it 
now appears is contemplated. On a future 
occasion, some statistics will be given, such as 
will show conclusively the progress which 
trade in Formosa has made, and the prospects 
which exist of its future development, if it be 
not hampered by illegal monopolies. ' In the 
meantime, to convey a general idea on the 
point, the fact may be mentioned that, while 
in_ 1869 only 743,000 Ibs. of Oolongs were 
shipped to America, during 1870 no less than 
1,500,000 Ibs. were exported. ‘This certainly 
does hot look as though the trade were incap- 
ablo of being developed. Whether it prove 
to or not simply epends pon the action 
taken by the foreign Representatives and Con- 
suls. If they are willing, for the sake of sa 
ing themselves a little trouble in the settle- 
ment of disputes that may arise between 
foreigners and the native authorities, to throw 
away their Treaty rights and permit the re- 
establishment of monopolies designed to do 
away with foreign competition, the trade 
cannot progress ; but if a little common sense 
and firmness be shown in mecting the machi- 
nations of mandarins interested in keeping up 
lucrative monopolies, there ean be no question 
that Formosa will be found to offer opportuni- 
ties for trade, which it would be in the hig 
est degree impolitic to abandon.
